*Of the 1,243 candidates in the A Course 221 were successful, 134 were 
absent and 888 failed. Of the successful candidates, 174 were placed in the 
Fassiist and 47 in the Honour lists. Among the successful candidates in the 
Honour lists 9 obtained Honours in tyro subjects. The number of names, 
therefore, in *the Honour lists i» 56.

Under Rule II (E) of the Regulations which have been framed by the 
Governor-General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State 
under Section I (4) of the tfidian Councils Act, ij$92, for Bengal, it is laid 
down that the nomination « to one seat on the Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor for making Laws and Regulations shall be made by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, on the recommendation of the Senate of the University of Calcutta, 
and in accordance with the provisions of Rule IV of the above Regulations. 

I am now directed to request that, with the permission of the Hon’ble Vice- 
Chancellor and Syndicate, the necessary steps may be taken by the Senate 
of the University for recommending a person fot nomination by the 
Lieutenant-Governor to his Council in the place of the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh 
Mukhopadhyay, M.A., D.L., F.R.A.S., F.R.S.E., whose term of office 
expires on the 25th July, 1901, 

(2) . Rule V of the Regulations provides that, in the case of the Senate 

of the University, the recommendation shall be made by a majority of the 
votes of the Senate, and I am to suggest that it will probably be the most 
convenient course to adopt a procedure for taking the votes -of the 
members of the Senate similar to that which has been followed by the 
Uni^prsity for taking the votes of Masters of Arts and other graduates for 
the nomination of Fellows*. • % • 

(3) . The date fixed for taking the poll of the votes should, with reference 
to Rule VII of the Regulations, be fixed on such a date as to allow the 
recommendation of the Senate to be transmitted to the Lieutenant-Governor 
within a period of three months from the date of the receipt of this letter. 

(4) ^ The Lieutenant-Governor considers that every candidatejfor Council 
should be nominated by a Member of the Senate, and that no Member 
should be allowed to nominate more than one candidate, and that an early 
date should be fixed, after which no nomination will be received. It wiU 
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be observed that no restrictions are laid down in the Regulations regarding 
the qualifications of a candidate and that it is left entirely open to thS Senate 
to recommend whom they choose. I am t? suggest that it vyll be desirable 
to prescribe that* voting papers containing the names ofc all the candidates 
nominated should be circulated to all the Members erf the«Scnate resident 
in India, and that these papers should either be filled wup in the presence of 
the Registrar at the Senate House at certain prescribed hnurs, or that they 
should be filled up in the presence of a Magistrafe, by whom the voting 
paper would be countersign^ as a guarantee of theVlenfity of the votes, 
and that all voting papers after they have been filled up should be lodged 
with the Registrar on or before a prescribed hour 'and date, after which 
# none should be received* * 

(5). It should be the duty of the Registrar, after taking the poll of 
the votes, to submit the result of the poll without delay to the Chief Secretary 
to Government, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor.

1. Every Candidate must be'nominated by a Member oj the Senate. 

2. No Member of the Senate shall be competent to nominate more than

3. The nomination qf a candidate shall be made in writing by a nomi- 
nation paper, which shall be signed by the Member of the Senate making 
the nomination. A nomination paper in the form No. 1 appended to these 
Rules, will be forwarded to each Member of the Senate resident in India* 
But any form of nomination will be sufficient, provided that it clearly des- 
cribes the person who is to be nominated, and is sigtted by the Member 
himself who nominates the candidate. The nomination paper should be,* 
on the face of it, addressed to the Registrar of the University.* 

4. A notice of the forthcoming election, together with a nomination 
paper and a copy of these rules, shall be sent to every Member of the Senate 
by the Registrar not later than the 20th May, 1901. 

5. The nomination papers must be sent to the Registrar of the Univer- 

sity to his office in the Senate House, on or before the 31st May,* 1901. No 
nomination paper reaching the Registrar after that date shall be of any 
effect. • , 

6. The votes of Members of the Senate for the candidates nominated 
shall be given by voting papers.

The 
Registrar shall fill in, io the place indicated for that purpose on the face of 
the voting "paper, the name of the Member to whom the voting paper is 
issued, and he shall countersign such voting paper, in the lower left hand 
corner. No voting paper shall be ustfd for the recording of v^tes, save such 
as shall have been issued and countersigned by the Registrar.

241. In the absence of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor, 
the Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., C.I.E., M.I.E.E., Senior 
Member present, w as unanimously yoted to the Chair. 
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242. Be'fore taking his seat, the Chairman said that 
he had* no doubt that he merely echoed # the sense *of the 
meeting in saying that they all felt it to be their duty, before 
they proceeded with the business of the day, to express 
their sympathy with His Majesty the King-Emperor in 
the sad bereavement, following close on another so univer- 
sally lamented, which had befallen t l ae Royal Family by 
the death of Her Imperial Majesty the Empress Frederick 
of Germany. He then moved the following resolution : — 

“ That the members of the Senate respectfully record 
their sense of sorrow at the sad bereavement that has 
befallen His Majesty the King-Emperor and the Royal 
Family by the death of Her Imperial Majesty the 
Empress Frederick of Germany, and desire that a humble 
expression of their sympathy be submitted through the 
Government of India to His Most Gracious Majesty the 
King-Emyeror.” • 

The resolution was put and carried unanimously in 
silence. 

243- Mr. A. F. M. Abdur Rahman moved that the 
following recommendation of the Faculty of Law be 
adopted : — 

“That Maulavi Syed Shams-ul-Huda, M.A., B.L., 
be appointed Tagore Law Professor for the year 1901- 
1902, and that the subject of his Lectures be the Principles 
» of the Law*of Crimes in British India.” 

Rai Radhikaprasanna Mukerjec, Bahadur, seconded 
the motion, which was carried unanimously.' 

244. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — 

“ That having regard to the results of the B.A. 
Examination in recent years, and specially the results of 
the last Examination, the Senate do appoint a Committee 
to enquire into and report upon — ( a ) the system under 
which candidates are trained for the B.A. Degree Exa- 
mination, ( b ) the courses of study prescribed for that 
Examination, ( c ) the mode in which candidates are sent 
up for admission to that Examination, and (d) the system 
under which the Examination is conducted, including the 
character of the questions set in the various subjects and 
the standard of proficiency demanded from the can- 
didates.” 
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He said that the first thing 1 which he wis'ned to make 
quite clear to thb Senate was, that he meant no reflection 
upon any individual or any body of individuals. From the 
motion they would see that he asked \hem to appoint 
a Committee to enquire into and report upon four things, 
and he did so having regard to the results of the B. A. 
Examination in recent years, and especially *he results of 
the last Examination. He found that during the last 
ten years, from 1891 to 1901, the average percentage of 
passes had been nearly 25 per cent. If they turned to 
the figures for the preceding ten years, that is, from 1881 
to 1891, they would find that the percentage, speaking 
generally, was somewhere near 50 per cent,, and on one 
or two occasions it had exceeded 50 per cent. If they 
turned to the ten years preceding 1881, namely, from 
1871 to 1881, they would find that the percentage was 
very similar, namely, that it varied from 35 per cent, to 52 
per cent. If they turned to the ten years preceding 1871, 
that is to say, from 1861 to 1871, they would find that the 
percentage was, generally speaking, 50 per cent. Fortu- 
nately, or unfortunately, their function was not that of an 
Examining body pure and simple. It was their duty, not 
only to see that their Examinations were conducted with 
fairness, but also that the courses of study which they pres- 
cribed were suited to the capacities of the candidates, and 
that the Institutions affiliated to the University maintained 
a sufficiently high standard of excellence during the whole 
term of their existence. The figures given by him, in his 
opinion, disclosed a most unsatisfactory state of things, 
which must be due to some cause or other which he 
thought the Senate ought to be able to discover. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen entirely agreed with the 
mover of the resolution and seconded it. 

Mr. Abdur Rahman, in supporting the motion, said 
that the inquiry should be of a comprehensive character, 
the Committee ought to be invested with the fullest 
powers, and should also make such recommendations .as 
they thought fit to remedy the evil complained of. 

Babu Goneschunder Chunder was of opinion that the 
proposed inquiry ought not to be held. He remarked 
that having regard to the Act of Incorporation, clause (<?) 
of the motion was not within the scope of the University 
at all. He also took exception to clause ( d ) and said 
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that it would be better if, instead of havjng an inquiry 
into this matter, the Senate proceeded to inquire as to 
who appointed the Examiners, and whether the work 
of Examination was always entrusted to fit and proper 
persons. 

The Rev. A. P. B egg spoke in support of the motion, 
and suggested that with a view to improve, the annual 
Examination results, and to promote discipline among 
college students, candidates for the B. A. Examination 
should be required to submit to a preliminary test, as was 
done in the case of the Entrance candidates. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Gooroo Dass Banerjee point- 
ed out that under sections 8 and 12 of the Act of In- 
corporation (Act II of 1857), the Chancellor, Vice-Chancel- 
lor and Fellows of the Calcutta University had the power 
to interfere, with the system unde.r which candidates are 
trained for* the University Examinations. They had 
power to interfere, and had interfered previously, as would 
be evident from the Regulations regarding attendance at 
lectures, and especially from the Rules for the Affiliation 
of Colleges. He quite agreed with Mr. Abdur Rahman 
that the Committee should have ample powers in conduct- 
ing the inquiry, and suggested that the Committee might 
be instructed to compare the systems and methods in 
vogue in other Indian Universities, and, also in the older 
y Diversities 0/ the West, with those of our own. 

Babu Dwarkanath Chakrabarti also supported the 
motion. 

Mr. Hill, while supporting the motion, thought that 
the course of study was a matter for the Boards of Stu- 
dies and the Syndicate to settle. The Resolution should 
give some more definite idea of the duties of the Com- 
mittee in regard to clause ( a\ He differed from the opinion 
expressed by one of the supporters of the motion that the 
introduction of a preliminary test would improve the 
present state of things. 

•* , 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Alukliopadhyay said that he 
was afraid that it was not possible to make clause (a) of the 
motion more definite. The Committee should be left free 
to adopt such steps in the matter as they might deem fit. 

Before the motion was put to the meeting by the 
Chairman, the Rev. Dr. Morrison proposed that the several

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clausfs contained in the above motion should be taken up 
separately. The proposal however fell through, tbe sense 
of the meeting being against it. , 

The motion was then put to the meeting and was 
carried.

Babu Bhupendranath Basu suggested that the name 
of the Hon’ble Mr. A. M. Bose, M.A., be added to the 
Committee. 

The suggestion was accepted by the mover, and the 
motion, as amended, was then put to the meeting and 
carried. 

245, The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved, on behalf of the Syndicate, that the following 
Syllabus in Physiology for the F. A. Examination be 
adopted. 

“The course may be divided into the following 
parts ; — 

1. General view of the Anatomy of the animal body explained with 
the help of a skeleton as well as a dissected small animal, e.g., a cat. The 
relations of all the organs contained in the cranial, thoracic and abdominal 
cavities, and also in detail the anatomy of one limb considered as a mechani- 
cal appliance. 

2. Histology of the elementary tissues illustrated with microscopical 
demonstrations. 

3. Chemical constitution of the body. 

4. Chemical composition of food, the quantities and kinds of food 
required to balance the losses of the system. The processes of digestion 
and absorption. 

5. Formation and circulation of blooc|. Respiration. 
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6. Production of animal heat- Secretion and excretion (urinary and 
cutaneous). * 

7 * General view of the physiology of the brain and spinal cord. 

8. Physiology of the special organs of sense ( viz. ), (i) skin, 
tongue, nose, (2) ear, (3) eye, and also of the organ of voice and speech.” 

Babu Debendranath Ray seconded the motion. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, objected to paragraph 
2 of the Syllabus, and moved as an amendment that the 
words “ 2. Histology of the elementary tissues, illustra- 
ted with microscopical demonstrations ” be omitted from 
the Syllabus. He thought that an Examination with 
microscopical demonstrations of such a large number 
of candidates as are likely to annually appear at the 
Examination would be impracticable. 

Rai Radhikaprasanna Mukerjee, Bahadur, seconded 
the amendment. 

Babu Debendranath Ray suggested that the diffi- 
culty pointed out by the mover of the amendment might 
be obviated by a footnote stating that candidates will 
not be expected to recognise microscopical specimens 
at the Examination, as is done in the case of the Medical 
Examinations. 

The amendment was then put to the meeting and 
carried. 

m Babu Bhupendranath Bose moved as an amendment 
that the words “ as well as a dissected small animal, e. g. f a 
cat” be omitted from paragraph 1 of the Syllabus. 

After some discussion, Mr. Wood moved that the 
Syllabus be referred back to the Syndicate for further 
consideration. 

Babu Kalicharan Banurji seconded the proposal. 

On being put to the meeting, it was found that 15 
voted for and 15 against the proposal of Mr. Wood. 

The Chairman thereupon gave his casting vote in 

favgur of the proposal,, which was accordingly carried.

The original motion and ’the amendments conse- 
quently fell through. 

246. The Chairman moved that the following report 
of the Board of Accounts be adopted : — 

“ We have examined the accounts of the University for the year } 900- 
1901, and recommend that intimation be sent to the Comptroller-General 
that they are ready for audit, a 
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Xhe accounts fit the year show a steady and continued progress in the 
financial condition of the University. The receipts for the year from all 
sources amounted roundly to Rs. 2,44,644, which is better than the estimate 
by Rs. 14,544. The expenditure for the year afnounted to Rs. 2,10,455, 
which is better than the estimate by Rs. 13,407. During the year a 
sum of Rs. 51,160-13-9 was transferred to the Reserve Fund as against 
Rs. 54*° 1 1-IO-10 transferred to the same Fund last year. The year closed 
with a debit balance o- Rs. *3, S79-0-M due to the ovc.-investment of that 
amount on accoiyit of the Reserve Fund, which, it is believed, will be covered 
by receipts coming in by October next. 

The Reserve Fund with an investment of Rs. 67,646-11-8 in Govern- 
ment Securities made during the year holds at its credit Government 
Securities far Rs. 5,05,000. 

We have examined the Bank’s receipts for the Government Securities 
and other Stock standing at Credit of the Reserve Fund and the several other 
Endowment Funds of the University.

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' The Sub-Committee recommend — 

That the .amount of the bequest be. invested, and that 
an annual prize to be called the Griffith prize be awarded 
for the encouragement of advanced study in Science and 
Letters. v 

That all persons who have taken the degree of 
Bachelor in the Faculty of Arts, or the corresponding 
degree in any other Faculty in this University, may be 
allowed to compete, and that the prize be awarded to 
Science and Letters in alternate years. 

That candidates be required to submit an essay or a

Read an application from Dinamani Chau- 
dhurani, Zamindar, Santosh, stating that, in deference to 
the wishes of her late husband and sharing with him a 
desire to supply the want of a College at the Sudder 
Station in the District of Mymensingh, she is desirous 
of establishing from June 1902 a first grade Arts College 
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there to be called the “ Baikunthanath College 9% after 
the nange of her late husband, and requesting that the 
Syndicate will be pleased to recoramend'the affiliation 
of the proposed College to the Government’of India ; also 
stating that besides defraying the ordinary current ex- 
penses necessary for maintaining the Institution, she has 
arranged to tendow it with a sum of 50,000 rupees in 
Government securities to meet unforeseen ‘and extra- 
ordinary demands, and that she will also provide the 
College with a suitable building and attach a Boarding 
House for the students belonging thereto. 

Read also a letter from the Secretary, City College 
Council, requesting that, under the circumstances set forth 
therein, the Syndicate may be pleased to reaffirm their 
recommendation regarding the affiliation of the City 
College, Mymensingh, and ask the Government, in view 
of the urgency of the matter, to graciously accord their 
sanction to the affiliation of the proposed Mymensingh 
City College. 

Resolved — 

That the Registrar be directed to address the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, respectfully suggesting that the Col- 
lector or some other officer may be deputed to confer 
with the authorities of the City College and with Sree-r 
mati Dinamani Chaudhurani of Santosh or her re- 
^ presentative, with a view to settling terms of agreement 
' whereby the City may obtain the benefit of the generous 
offer made by the Chaudhurani, without the evils which 
would, as the Syndicate apprehends, result from the estab- 
lishment of rival Colleges in the same town.

That the Proprietor of the Institution be informed 
that, if he wishes the Institution to be re-affiliated, he 
must apply again.

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* 419. The Registrar placed before tHfe Syndicate for 
orders a statement of objections made by the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General in regard to the aiidit of the accounts 
of the University for the year ending 30th June, 1901 
and the correspondence that had passed between him 
and that officer »on the subject. 

Read also the following note stating the nature and 
extent of control hitherto exercised by Government over 
the expenses incurred by the University and referring to 
•ill previous correspondence on the subject and to the 
Auls and Regulations passed by Government in connec- 
tion therewith. 

A Note showing the nature and extent of the control 
hitherto exercised by Government over the expenses incurred 
by the University and having reference to previous corres - 
pondence on the subject and the Acts and Resolutions passed 
by Government in connection therewith. 

Section XV of the Act of Incorporation (Act No. H 
of 1857), which deals with the mode of adjustment of the 
receipts and expenditure of the University, runs as fol- 
lows : — 


“XV. The said Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor and Fellows shall have 
power to charge such reasonable fees for the 
Fees * % Degrees to be conferred by them and upon ad- 

mission into the said University, and for continuance therein, as they, with 
the a probation of the Governor-General of India in 'Council, shall from 
time to time see fit to impose. Such fees shall be carried to one General 
Fee Fund for the payment of expenses of the said University, under the 
direction and regulations of the Governor-General of India in Council, to 
whom the accounts of inceme and expenditure of the said University shall

once in every year be submitted for such examina- 
tion and audit as the said Governor-General of 


India in Council may direct.” 


On the establishment of the University and before 
the Bye-Laws were framed, a Provisional Committee was 
appointed to transact the necessary business of the Uni- 
versity and also to frame rules for the future government 
of the University. (Minutes, 18.57, P- 2 «) 


At a meeting of the "aforesaid Provisional Com- 
. mittee, dated the 28th February, 1857, the Registrar 
.submitted a form of Accounts recommended by the 
Accountant-General for keeping the general accounts 
of the University, which the Accountant-General desired 
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to be returned* quarterly. This form was adopted* by 
the Provisional Committee, and a quarterly account was 
ordered to be furnished to the Accountant-General in the 
form prescribed by him. The Registrar was also directed 
to bring to each ordinary meeting of the Syndicate a 
statement of „ the monthly receipts atid expenditure 
(Minutes, 1857, p. 24.) 

In the quarterly account submitted to the Accountant- 
General by the University, no details were shown, but 
only the Receipts from Fees and from Government, and 
the disbursements on account of establishment and 
contingencies were entered in lumpsums. (Minutes, 1857, 
pages 69 & 80, &c.) 

By an addition to the Bye-Laws, the executive 
government of the University was vested in a Syndicate 
consisting of the Vice-Chancellor and six of the Fellows, 
(Minutes, 1857, page 100.) 

The arrangement made for keeping the accounts of 
the University by the Provisional Committee was con- 
tinued by the Syndicate. Under this arrangement all 
expenses were incurred by the Registrar, subject to the 
sanction of the Syndicate, by whom all bills were passed 
in the first instance and then sent to the Accountant- 
General for audit and payment from >he General Trea- 
sury, where aP fees received from candidates were deposit- 
ed. It would, however, a ppear that under this arrange- 
ment the Syndicate were competent to fix the rates 
of remuneration to Examiners and, from time to time, 
raise or otherwise revise these rates without reference to 
Government and without any interference or objection 
on the part of the Accounts Department. Thus at their 
meeting dated the 27th February, 1858, the Syndicate 
raised the rate of fees for some of the Entrance and B.A, 
Examiners from Rs. too to Rs. 800 each, without refer- 
ring the matter tq Government for sanction. (Minutes, 
1858, «page 10; t'ldte.also Minutes, 1859, page 22.) It 
would also appear that tl\e "Syndicate at their meeting 
held on the 24th April, 1858, granted mediqal leave to 
Mr. Grapel, the then Registrar, for three months on full' 
pay % which was not in accordance with the Leave Rules - 
of Government then in force ( Minutes, 1858, page 21), 
and although the Civil Auditor passed Mr. Grapel’s bills 
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for 6nly half salary, the Syndicate forwarcfed the bills to 
Government’ with a recommendation that Mr. "Grapel’s 
salary might b'e paid without deduction. (Minutes, 1859, 
page * 3 > P ara - 6.) 

In the case qf any proposed addition to the Office staff 
of the University, it seems to have been the practice to 
submit the proposal to Government for sanction, although 
the Syndicate were empowered by the Bye-Laws to appoint 
all Officers of the University, excepting the Registrar. 
(Minutes,. 1859, page 171, para. 6.) 

A reference to page 78 of the Minutes for i860 will 
show that a sum of Rs. 100 was paid to the then Head 
Clerk in the Registrar’s office for his labour in connection 
with the sale of the Entrance Course for i860 as a special 
case. This item of expenditure, though not authorised 
by Government Rules, seems to have been passed by the 
Civil Auditor. 

This method of adjusting the University Accounts 
seems to have continued till 1875, and appears to have 
been expressly authorised by the Financial Department 
Resolution No. 2007, dated the 22nd August, 1868. It 
was at best an anomalous arrangement, not in accordance 
with the Act of Incorporation, for under it some of the 
expenses of the University were under the strict control 
of the Accounts Department, while other more important 
items of expenditure, such as remuneration to Examiners, 
&c., were left completely to the discretion and the sanction- 
ing authority of the 'Syndicate. Instances are on record 
where items of expenditure objected to by the Accountant- 
General were, on the recommendation of the Syndicate, 
passed by the Governor-GeneraMn-Council. ( Vide Minutes, 
1859, pages 73-74). Moreover, Section VIII of the Act of 
Incorporation provides that “ in all cases unprovided for by 
this Act , it shall be lawful for the Chancellor , Vice-Chan- 
cellor and Fellows to Act in such man her as shall appear 
to them best calculated t to ptom&te ' the purposes intended 
by the said University .” This clause apparently authorises 
the Syndicate, acting in behalf of the said Chancellor, 
Vice-Chancellor and Fellows, to incur any expenditure 
calculated to promote the interest of the University, and 
it is but natural to presume that the interference of the 
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Account OfficeVs of Government in such matters' was'not 
contemplated in the Act. 

During the eirly years of its existence, vis., from 
1 857 up to say 1870, the revenue of the University was 
not sufficient to cover its expenses, and it had to apply 
to Government for annual grants, and* latterly for an 
annual loan of Rs. 10, 000 to meet the deficits. Gradually, 
however, as the financial condition of the* University 
improved year by year, the Government grants were 
withdrawn, and when at last it became a self-supporting 
Institution, the Government lean was also discontinued. 
At this stage many of the charges, which were hitherto 
borne by Government, were thrown upon the University, 
such as charges for Printing, Stationery, Municipal taxes, 
and so forth. This altered state of things demanded a 
revision of the arrangement about the adjustment of the 
receipts and expenses of the University. Thus we find 
that it is expressly stated by the Government of India 
in their Financial Department Resolution* No. 2430, 
dated the 31st July, 1875, that the practice of including 
the receipts and charges of the Calcutta University in 
the General Accounts and Estimates of the Empire was 
not in accordance with Section XV of Act II of 1857. 
In the above Resolution it was directed, in modification 
of the orders of the 27th August, 1 868, that the fees 
levied by the Calcutta University Be formed into a 
separate fund, and that all expenses of the University 
be paid out of that fund. The Resolution also provided 
that the receipts and charges of this fund should be 
audited by the Comptroller-General once a year, but 
that they should no longer be included in the general 
accounts and estimates of the Government of India. 
It was further stated therein that any further orders that 
might seem necessary in respect to the management 
of the Calcutta University Fee Fund would be issuied 
in the Home Department. (Minutes, 1875-76, pp. 19-20.) 

The above Resolution necessitated a new system 
of actounts, and a reference was made to the Government 
of India, in the Home Department, for orders on the 
following points : — 

(2.) Whether a Budget Estimate was not in future 
to be submitted by the University.

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' (iV. Whether all receipts from fees \frere to be paid 
into ‘a separate account in the Bank of Bengal. » 

(ii*,) Whether all payments by the University were 
to be made by cheques upon the University Funds in 
the Bank of Bengal.] 

(iv>) Whether the Registrar’s Accounts of receipts 
and disbursements were to be audited annually by the 
Comptroller-General. (Minutes, 1875-76, pages 46-48.) 

The Government of India in reply sent a copy of 
the Financial Department Resolution No. 445, dated 
the 23rd May, 1876, which runs as follows : — 

“ Resolution . — The Governor-General-in-Council ob- 
serves that the Vice-Chancellor and Syndicate have correctly 
understood the effect of the Resolution of 311/ July, 1875, 
to be ( l) 7 hat estimates are not in futute to be submitted 
by the University to the Government of India , though it ts 
presumed that estimates will always be prepared for the 
orders of the Vice-Chancellor and the Syndicate; (2) that 
all receipts from fees , &c„ are to be paid into a separate 
account of the University Fee Fund with the Bank of 
Bengal; (3) that all payments by the University are to 
be made by cheques drawn upon the Bank of Bengal and 
charged to the University Fee Fund; (4) that the Regis- 
trar's Accounts of 'receipts and disbursements are to be 
annually audited by the Comptroller- General” ( Minutes , 

1876-77, PP- 31-32.) 

Thus it will appear that under the terms of the 
Resolutions of the 1 Financial Department, No. 2430, 
dated the 31st July, 1875, and No. 445, dated the 20th 
May, 1876, respectively, the accounts of the University 
were thenceforth separated from Government Accounts, 
and, to all intents and purposes, were treated as private 
accounts subject only to an annual audit by Government. 

It also appears that one by one the privileges and 
exemptions which the University enjoyed in financial 
matters, while its receipts and expenditure were included in 
the General Estimates of the Empire, such as exemption 
from paying fcho Municipal cesses, costs of Repairs and 
Qf Stationery, the privilege of using Remittance Transfer 
Receipts, and lastly the privilege of using unstamped 
cheques, have all been taken away from it* The only 
relic of its former connection with Government in matters 
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financial is t Me exemption it still enjoys from Stamping 
its receipts, and the privilege still left to it of using Service 
Stamps. Even tile cost of audit of its annual accounts 
is borne out of its own Funds, a sum of' Rs. 250 being 
annually paid to Government as audit fee. 

It is a fact worthy of notice that, sincA the introduction 
of the new system of accounts, the Government has ceased 
to exercise any direct control over the detailed accounts of 
the University, and that successive officers of the Account 
Department, deputed to audit the annual accounts, have 
(with the exception of the officer sent this year) simply con- 
fined themselves to checking and examining the receipts 
and disbursements of the University, and have uniformly 
passed all items of expenditure which are sanctioned by 
the Syndicate. Thus, in 1887. the first peon in the Uni- 
versity Office was awarded a gratuity of Rs. 100 on his 
retirement from the University Service. ^Minutes, 1886-87, 
page 237, paragraph 264.) Again this superannuated peon 
was, on the recommendation of the Registrar and in 
consideration of his long and faithful service under the 
University, allowed a monthly pension of Rs. 3 (Minutes, 
1889-90, page 270, paragraph 354.) This payment of 
gratuity and the subsequent grant of pension in addition 
are not authorised by Government Rules, yet it would 
appear that the auditing officer passed these payments 
without raising the least objection, fhen again the fact 
that the creation of the post of Assistant Registrar on 
a salary of Rs. 200 — 300 in five years, the appointment 
of Rai Trailokyanath Bancrjee, Bahadur, to the post at 
once on the maximum pay of the appointment (Minutes, 
1884-85, page 91, paragraph 165), and the subsequent 
consolidation of his annual bonus with his salary (Minutes 
1887-88, page 23, paragraph 8) were passed unchallenged, 
clearly indicates that the authority of the Syndicate in 
sanctioning such items was fully recognised and con- 
sidered final. The resolution settling a pension of 
Rs. 300 a monfh on the late Assistant Registrar was 
passed by the Syndicate in 1^96, (Minutes, 1896-97, page 
297, paragraph 404). This resolution is not in accord- 
ance with the Rules of the Pension Code,* and yet the 
Government of India, neither in the Home nor in the 
Financial Department, raised any objection to the pro- 
posed measure. None of the items enumerated above 
are, it is true, in accordance with the rules laid down in 
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the Civil Service Regulations, but it has been found from 
experience that it is conducive to the best interest of the 
University to* make departures from these rules now and 
then in order to secure prompt and satisfactory perform- 
ance of urgent and responsible work, which forms the 
chief characteristic of the University Service. It is evident 
that the Senate had this fact prominently 'in view when 
they almost tinanimously rejected a motion brought before 
them at their meeting dated 17th December, 1892, (Minutes, 
1892*93, pages 455-59) to discontinue the practice of paying 
Bonuses co the Assistants in the University Office. 

The Comptroller and Auditor-General in his letter 
No. JL ( dated the 12th November, 1901, seems to have 
taken exception to the statement made in this Office letter 
No. 395, dated the 25th September, 1901, that the 
University is not necessarily guided by the Civil Service 
Regulations in matters such as the payment of Acting 
Allowances, &c., the sanction of the Syndicate being 
considered quite sufficient. This statement is, however, 
not only based on the practice actually followed for 
the last 20 years, but is clearly borne out by a decision 
of Government communicated to the University in a 
letter from the Officiating Secretary to the Government 
of India in the Home Department, No. 138, dated 4th 
June, 1877, in which it is distinctly stated that the "clerks 
on the University Establishment are no/ Government 
Servants , entitled \ as such , to the benefits of the Civil Leave 
and Pension Codes ” — the present Civil Service Regu- 
lations. (Minutes 1877-78; pages 21-22, paragraph 53.) 
This decision of Government, conveyed in such definite 
and unequivocal terms, seems to completely set at rest all 
doubt as to the status of the clerks in the University 
Office, and allows the Syndicate full and perfect liberty in 
dealing with the question of granting acting allowances, 
pension, &c., to them in the way in which they consider 
it expedient, irrespective of the Rules of the Civil Service 
Regulations. For it cannot be consistently arguec} that 
while the clerks in the University are denied the benefits 
of the Civil Leave and Pension Codes, all the rigours of 
the Rules in those Codes should be brought to bear on 
them in the matter of granting acting allowances to them. 

The objectic^ns raised by the Comptroller and Audi- 
tor-General, with regard to the accounts which have just 
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passed under hfs audit, are fully answered in this Office 
letter* No. 395, dated the 25th September last, and the 
statements made therein in attempting to* remove these 
objections need not be repeated here. 'Most of these 
objections are based solely on the supposition that the 
Syndicate are bound to follow strictly Ihe Rules in the 
Civil Service* Regulations in sanctioning the expenses 
incurred by the University, especially in gr&nting acting 
allowances to the University clerks. This supposition, if 
accepted as correct, will necessarily vitiate most of the 
proceedings adopted by the Syndicate in matters financial 
for the last 20 years, and will render it necessary on the 
part of the Syndicate to withdraw many of its assurances 
of future payments, and to approach the Government of 
India for sanction to most of the financial transactions of 
the University made and completed under their orders 
from 1873 up to the present date. 

An attempt has been made in this note to show that 
the above supposition is untenable, and that the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General is labouring under a mis- 
apprehension of facts in challenging the authority and 
competency of the Syndicate in sanctioning such payments 
as he objects to in the accounts that were recently placed 
before him for audit.

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The number of candidates registered in Sanskrit was 7, of whom 2 
passed, 2 failed, and 3 were absent. Of the successful candidates, I was 
placed in the first class, and 1 in the third. • 

There was only I candidate in Arabic, who failed. 

The number of candidates in Persian was 3, of whom I passed, 1 failed, 
and 1 # was absent. The successful candidate was placed in the second 
class. * 

The number of candidates in History was 13, of whom 7 passed, 5 failed, 
and 1 was absent. Of the successful candidates, 1 was placed in the first 
class, 5 in the second, and 1 in the third. 

The number of candidates in Mental and Moral Science* was 33, of 
whom 22 passed, 10 failed, and 1 was absent. Of the successful candidates, 
none were placed in the first class, 13 in the second, and 9 in the 
third.

Pedler, Esq., F.R.S., 
C.I.E., seconded by Babu Gaurisankar De, the following 
recommendation of the Syndicate was unanimously 
adopted : — 

" That, as the College classes have been closed 
in the Aryya Mission Institution, the Governor- General 
in Council be moved to sanction the withdrawal of 
affiliation of the Institution in Arts up to the F.A. 
standard.” 

483. Rai Chunilal Bose, Bahadur, moved that the 
following recommendation of the Syndicate be adopted : — 

“That Babu Upendranath Brahmachari, M.A., B.L., 
who has completed a full two years 1 ' course as a House 
Physician in the Medical College, Calcutta, and in the 
Mitford Hospital, Dacca, be permitted to appear at the 
M.D. Examination next year as a special case,” 

Babu Debendranath Ray seconded the motion. 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari spoke against the 
motion. He said that the regulations, which were very 
explicit, required, besides the production of a thesis 
approved by the President of the Faculty of Medicine 
for the time being on some subject connected with 
Medical Science, certificates to the following effect: — 

(a) Of having' subsequently to passing the M.B. 

Examination completed — 

Five years of certified practice of the Medical pro- 
fession, or 

Two years* hospital practice and two years* private 
pra ( cjtice, or 
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4 Tw'd years* practice either hospital or private, if the 
candidate be a graduate in Medicine w,ith Honours. 

(b) Of good moral character signed by two persons 
of respectability. 

The present candidate took his M.B. degree in 1896* 
passing in the sdcond division, so that he had failed to get 
into the first division, even leaving aside the question of 
Honours which the Regulations insisted upon. He thought 
no special reasons had been shewn to justify the Senate 
in making any special concession in the present case. 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar opposed the motion. 

Babu Mahendranath Ray also opposed the motion on 
the ground that, under the terms of the Act of Incorpor- 
ation, the Senate had not the power to make any excep- 
tion to the rules laid down in the Calendar for the 
admission of candidates to the degree of M.D. 

The Rev. Mr. Begg thought that the Senate had 
the power to make a special order, but failed to see any 
special reasons for granting the concession asked for. 
He therefore was not disposed to support the motion. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari was of opinion that 
the reasons that induced the Syndicate to make the 
recommendation in question ought to have been laid before 
the Senate, and ' suggested that some steps should be 
taken in future to acquaint the Senate with the reasons for 
the Syndicate making such recommendations. 

The Hon*ble Mr. Bolton also thought that the reasons 
that led the Syndicate to make the present recommenda- 
tion should be mentioned. 

The Hon*ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay remarked 
that it was unfortunate that Dr. Bomford, at Whose 
instance the recommendation was made, was absent. 
He, however, read a letter from Dr. Bomford in which 
he spoke in very high terms of the attainments of the 
candidate. He thought that Section XII of the Act 
of Incorporation gave the Senate the power to’ make the 
exception to the Regulations. * 

* ^ The Hon*ble the Vice-Chancellor said that in his 
.opinion the Senate had the power to make the ordei' now 
asked for. As to whether they should make ‘Isuch an 
order, members had doubtless their own views*' on the 

matter. 
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The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Gooroo Dass Banerjee 
thought that it was not within the power of the Senate 
to grant such permission. 

Maulavi Muhammad Yusoof, Khan Bahadur, moved 
as an amendment that the further consideration of the 
question be deferred till the next meeting of the Senate. 

The Rev. A. P. Begg seconded the amenrdment, which 
being put to the meeting was carried by the casting vote 
of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor. 

484. Alex. Pedler, Esq., F.R.S., C.I.E., moved on 
behalf of the Syndicate that David Cohen, H.A. Scot, K.K. 
Basu, Isaac H. Elias and Frank Ewing who have passed 
the High School Examination (European code) and Gopi- 
prasada Bhatnagar, who has passed the School Final 
Examination of the Allahabad University, be admitted to 
the F. A. Examination of this University without being 
required to pass its Entrance Examination.

By Comparative Indian Law shall be meant the 
Hindu Smriti Sastra, called “ Vyabaharkhanda ” and a 
comparison of the standard Sanskrit authorities on the 
subject with British Indian Law as contained in Parlia- 
mentary Statutes, Regulations and Acts of the Indian 
Legislative Councils, and the law as laid dewn in Leading 
Cases. The study, which it shall be the object of the 
Prize to encourage, is the History of the Hindu Smriti 
Sastra as it existed at and from the time when India 
came under British rule, and how and to what extent it 
has been altered under British influence, regard being had 
not only to the existing Statutes, Regulations and Acts, 
but also to those which, having been in operation for a 
time, have now been repealed or become obsolete, and 
regard being also had not only to the existing Leading 
Cases but to cases which were considered Leading at 
one time, but have now been overruled, and how and to 
what extent such alteration li^s affected Hindu society. 

(ii.) The essay, at the discretion of a Committee 
consisting of the Vice-Chancellor for the time being of 
the University, the President of the Faculty of Law and 
the Principal of the Government Sanskrit College in 
Calcutta, may deal with the whole of the Indian Com- 
parative Law tos before defined or with part or parts 
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thereof; but in) no case shall an essay be entitled to 
competition, which, in any way attacks the religious beliefs, 
usages or institutions of His Majesty’s subjects. And it 
shall be in the province and discretion of the said 
Committee to ( a ) make a detailed programme of studies 
for the proposed prize ; (£) name the subject of the essay 
for any one particular year ; and {c) decide whether such 
prize shall be awarded every year or at longer'intervals. 

(iii.) By Adhyapak shall be meant scholars of Jhp— 
Smriti Sastra, students of Smriti in the Government San- 
skrit College in Calcutta, and in the Toles or indigenous 
Brahmanical schools which send in candidates for the 
Title Examinations held in that College, and students in 
other similar Institutions in India. 

(iv.) The essay or essays shall be written either in 
English cr in Bengali, but if any competitor sends in an 
essay in any vernacular language other than Bengali he 
shall be bound to furnish an English translation thereof. 

(v.) The adjudicators for the prize shall be Vice- 
Chancellor of the University, the Chief Justice of Bengal, 
the President of the Faculty of Law and the Principal of 
the Sanskrit College in Calcutta. They shall be entitled 
to consult experts of their own selection to assist them to 
(a) decide whether the essay or essays in competition is 
or are of sufficient merit to deserve the prize ; ( b ) award 
such prize ; ( c ) decide about the number of manuscript 
copies of each essay to be sent in by the successful 
competitors ; and ( d ) consider the ways and means for the 
publication of any essay or essays. 

(vi.) The Prize shall be called the " Research Prize 
in Comparative Indian Law.” 

Also stating that for the facility and convenience of 
intending competitors for the Prize, the present Principal 
of the Sanskrit College, Calcutta, has agreed that his Col- 
lege and the library attached to it would afford reasonable 
help to students and graduatej for’ the prosecution of the 
research.

• 557. The Senate was convened fov the purpose of 

conferring degrees. 

The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor having declared the 
Com vocation opened, the graduates of the year were ad- 
mitted to their respective degrees in the usual manner. 

558. His Excellency the Chancellor then addressed 
the Convocation as follows : - 

I propose this afternoon to depart from the practice 
that is usually adopted by the Chancellor of your Univer- 
sity, and that has hitherto been followed by myself at 
these Annual Convocations. It is the custom to address 
the assembled Fellows, Graduates, and Students upon 
certain aspects of the problem of Higher Education in 
India. «.I refrain from doing so on the present occasion, 
partly because I have, during the past year, enjoyed 
more than one opportunity of making my views public 
on the matter, partly because we meet to-day in the 
interval immediately preceding an inquiry by Commission 
into the system of University Education in India, and 
partly again, because my honourable colleague, the 
Vice-Chancellor, who is to be the President of that 
Commission —an appointment which I consider that we 
may congratulate ourselves on his Wiving consented to 
take —will presently himself address a few words to you 
on the subject. In these circumstances, I think that I 
may fairly lay claim to the luxury of an academic 
holiday, and may seize the privilege of speaking to you 
on other topics. 

I see before me a number of young men who have 
just taken their degrees and who are about to go out 
into the world, some to serve Government, some to 
practise the la\V*, some to be teachers, some to be 
journalists, some to follow other professional pursuits, 
some perhaps, but I hope not many, to do nothing at 
all. 'Yearly from the different Indian Universities a 
similar stream of the youth* of the country pours forth, 
and is absorbed in the great whirlpool Which’ we call 
life. How will they fare there, what fortune awaits 
them, will they rise to the surface by their character 
or their abilities, or will they* get sucked under and 
submerged ? Are the chances in their favour, or are 
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there dangerous eddies and currents which are liable to 
draw them down ? If the latter be tjie case, can the 
Chancellor of an Indian University, who, to a certain 
extent, is in the position of the master-navigator, under 
an obligation to study the chart and to be familiar with 
the movement of the winds and tides- -can he offer them 
any friendly warning or counsel which may assist them 
in the ordeal with which they are confronted ? If I 
assume this prerogative on the present occasion, pray 
believe that it is not from any confidence in my own 
power to act as a prophet or a guide, but rather from 
the intense interest that one who has just passed his 
second youth — for I think that youth may be said to 
consist of two parts of twenty years each— cannot fail 
to take in those who are just passing the first. 

It is an Indian audience that I am addressing, and 
it is therefore of Indian character, surroundings, and temp- 
tations that I propose to speak. Just as there are differ- 
ent storm-charts for different seas, so are there features 
inherent in physical and climatic surroundings and charac- 
teristics associated with nationality or temperament, that 
differentiate the population of one country from that of 
another, and that suggest varieties of precept or admoni- 
tion. For the moment I am an Englishman addressing 
Indians. If I were an Indian addressing Englishmen, 
I daresay I might have a number of remarks to make 
that would be equally pertinent, though they might not 
be identical. Nothing in either case is easier than for a 
speaker to flatter his audience. I think that I could with- 
out difficulty construct a catalogue of the Indian virtues, 
tor I know them both by contact and by repute. You 
might applaud, but you would not go away any the 
wiser ; while I should have gained nothing better than 
your ephemeral cheers. This is not what I want to 
do. I do not propose to-day to hold up a mirror to 
your merits. Let us accept them and put them in the 
background. I want rather to see the dangers to 
which in the several professions, that I have named, 
you are liable, and to put you on your guard against 
what seem 'to be the temptations and the weaknesses 
that lie athwart your future careers. A good many of 
you, as I have said, will probably enter, and I daresay 
that still more aspire to enter, the service of Government. 
I do not say that this is not an honourable ambition. 
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Indeed, if it is Synonymous with a desire to serve your 
country, it is the most honourable of all ; whereas, if it 
signifies no more than a desire to earn £ comfortable 
billet, and there contentedly to rust, it te the most des- 
picable. I will assume, however, as I think that I reason- 
ably .may, that those of you who propose to adopt this 
career desire to do so with the fullest intention of justify- 
ing your selection and of rendering public service. What 
are the chief perils against which you have to be on your 
guard ? I * think that they are two in number. The *first 
of these is the mechanical and lifeless performance of 
duty, the doing a thing faithfully and diligently perhaps, 
but unintelligently, and therefore stupidly, just as a mecha- 
nical drill in a workshop will go on throughout the day, 
so long as the steam is in the boiler, punching an endless 
rotation of holes. This is adanger to which the Indian with 
his excellent memory, his mastery of rules and precedents, 
and his natural application, is peculiarly liable. He 
becomes an admirable automaton, a flawless machine. But 
when something happens that is not provided for by the 
regulations, or that defies all precedent, he is apt to find 
himself astray. He has not been taught to practise self- 
reliance, and therefore he is at a loss, and he turns to 
others for the guidance which ought to spring from him- 
self. This is a fault against which you <?ught to struggle 
unceasingly, for there is no malady that grows so quickly 
as dependence 0 upon others Accuracy and fidelity may 
constitute a good subordinate, but by themselves they 
will never make a good administrator, and they will never 
carry you out of the ranks that follow into the ranks 
that lead. 

The second danger that I would ask you to shun is the 
corollary of the first. You must not only learn to be self- 
reliant, but you must be thorough. You must do your 
work for the work's own sake, not for the grade, of the 
promotion, or the pension, or the pay. No man was ever a 
success in the world whose heart was not in his undertaking. 
Eameslness, sincerity, devotion . to duty, carry a man 
quickly to the front, while hte comrade of perhaps superior 
mental accomplishments, but with deficient character, is 
left stumbling behind. Do not imagine for one moment 
that there is any desire on the part of the English 
governors of this country to keep native character and 
native ability in the background. .1 assert emphatically, 
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after more than three years' experience of Indian ad- 
ministration, that wherever it is forthcoming -it receives 
unhesitating encouragement and prompt reward. An 
Indian who not only possesses the requisite attainment, 
but who has energy, a strong sense of duty, and who runs 
straight, must come to the front. He is indispensable to 
us in our administration. For, in addition to the virtues 
of his character, he already possesses the inestimable 
advantages, in which no foreigner can really cope with 
him, of familiarity with the language, the people, and the 
clime. If you look round the world and inquire why it is 
that in so many foreign countries the Englishman, with- 
out any of these native advantages, has yet been invited 
to undertake, and has successfully undertaken the task of 
regeneration or reform, you will find that it has been 
because of the universal belief in his integrity, his sincerity 
and his purpose. People know that his heart is in his task, 
and that, when the pinch comes, he will stick to his post. 
Therefore, I cannot give to you, young Indians, better 
advice— and I give it, I can assure you, without a trace of 
national vanity than to say, Go you, and do likewise ; 
avoid superficiality ; put your soul into your work ; be 
strenuous ; and assuredly you will not fail of honour in 
your own time and country. 

The same lefiections apply, mutatis mutandis , to 
those among you who intend to embark upon a profes- 
sional career, whether as engineers or doctors, or in what- 
ever walk of life. The same shortcomings will keep 
you back. Similar standards are required to urge you on. 
The world is moving very fast : and the man who thinks 
he can stand still will presently tumble off into space. 
In the broad field of professional activity, I hardly 
know r one pursuit in India in which there exists any 
racial bar. There is nothing in the world to prevent 
an Indian from rising to the topmost rung of the ladder 
in the practical callings. Efficiency is the final test, and 
self-reliance is the golden rule. 

Some of you, whom I am addressing to-day, will pass 
out of this hall to the study or the practice of the law. 
You too have your advantages, for it cannot be doubted 
that the Indian intellect possesses unusual aptitude for 
legal pui suits, and that the extent, to which the principles 
as well as the practice of alien systems of law have been 
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assimilated in this country, is one of its most remarkable 
features * But here* too, there are certain pitfalls yawning 
in front of you, which you must endeavour *to escape. I 
do not say that they are not visible elsewhere, or that 
they are not to some extent common to every Law-court 
and eyery Bar. That may be a truism,* but it is neither 
a palliation nor an excuse. The first temptation that you 
should avoid is that of letting words be your masters, 
instead of being masters of your words. In a Law-court 
the facts are the first thing ; the law is the second ; *and 
the eloquence of the barrister or pleader upon the facts 
and the law is the third. Do not let your attention to 
the third subject obscure the importance of the first 
and second, and most of all the lirst. Words are re- 
quired to express the facts, and to elucidate or to apply 
the law, but when they become the mere vehicle of prolix 
dissertation, they are both a weakness and a nuisance. 
The second danger of the Law-courts is the familiar 
forensic foible of over-subtlety, or, as it is commonly 
called, hair-splitting. We know what people mean when 
they say, That is a lawyer’s argument : and although 
the taunt may often be undeserved, there must be some- 
thing in it to explain its popular acceptance. Try, there- 
fore, to avoid that refining, and refining and refining, which 
concentrates its entire attention upon a point -often only a 
pin-point —and which forgets that what Convinces a Judge 
on the bench or a Jury in the box is not the adroitness 
that juggles with minutiae, but the broad handling of a 
case in its larger aspects. 

I turn to those young men who are going to be 
teachers of others. I pray them to recognize the gravity 
and the responsibility of their choice. Rightly viewed, 
theirs is the foremost of sciences, the noblest of profes- 
sions, the most intellectual of arts. Some wise man said 
that he would sooner write the songs of a people than 
make its laws. He might have added that it is a prouder 
task to teach a people than to govern them. Moses is 
honoured by the world beyond David, Plato beyond 
Pericles, and Aristotle beyond Alexander. Not that all 
teaching is great or all teachers famous. Far from it.. 
Much teaching is drudgery, anu many teacheis are obs- 
cure. But in every case the work is important, and the ' 
workman should be serious. The first thing I would have 
you remember therefore is, that you are not entering upon 
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an‘ easy, or an idle profession. It is the most responsible 
of all. 

When you have realised this guiding principle, the 
next thing to bear in mind is that the teacher should 
profit by his own. previous experience as a student. He 
should not inflict upon his pupils the mistakes, or the 
shortcomings, by which his own education has suffered. 
For instance, if he has been artificially crammed himself, 
he should not proceed to revenge himself by artificially 
cramming others. Rather should he spare them a similar 
calamity. The great fault of education, as pursued in this 
country, is, as we all know, that knowledge is cultivated 
by the memory instead of by the mind, and that aids 
to the memory are mistaken for implements of the mind. 
This is all wrong. Books can no more be studied through 
keys than out-of-door games can be acquired, through 
books. Knowledge is a very different thing from learning 
by rote, and in the same way education is a very different 
thing from instruction. Make your pupils, therefore, 
understand the meaning of books, instead of committing 
to memory the sentences and lines. Teach them what 
the Roman Empire did for the world, in preference to the 
names and dates of the Caesars. Explain to them the 
meaning of government, and administration, and law, 
instead of making 4 hem repeat the -names of battles or the 
populations of towns. Educate them to reason and to 
understand reasoning, in preference to learning by heart 
the first three books of Euclid. 

Remember, too, that knowledge is not a collection of 
neatly assorted facts like the specimens in glass-cases in a 
museum. The pupil whose mind you merely stock in this 
fashion will no more learn what knowledge is than a man 
can hope to speak a foreign language by the poring over a 
dictionary. What you have to do is not to stuff the 
mind of your pupil with the mere thoughts of others, 
excellent as they may be, but to teach him to use his 
own. One correct generalisation drawn with hi£ own 
brain is worth a library full* of second-hand knowledge. 
If the object* of all teaching is the application to life of 
sound principles of thought and conduct, it is better for 
the ordinary man to be able to make one such successful 
application, than to have the brilliancy of a Macaulay, or 
the memory of a Mezzofanti.

Next I turif to those among you who are -going to 
enter the honourable profession of journalism. I know 
something of journalism, and I am acquainted both with 
its privileges and snares. In India I have made the 
closest study of the Native Press, since I have been in the 
country, partly because it tells me to some extent what 
the educated minority are thinking add saying, partly 
because I often learn from it things that I should other- 
wise never hear of at all. I am not therefore an igno- 
rant or a* prejudiced witness. On the contrary, I think 
that Native Journalism in India is steadily advancing, 
and that it is gaining in sobriety and wisdom. But I 
am not here to-day to discuss merits, I have under- 
taken the more venturesome task of pointing out weak- 
nesses and errors. 

* 

The, first of these that I would ask you young men to 
avoid is the insidious tendency to exaggeration. If I were 
asked to sum up in a single word the most notable 
characteristic of the East — physical, intellectual and moral 
— as compared with the West, the word exaggeration or 
extravagance is the one that I should employ. It is 

f articularly patent on the surface of the Native Press, 
f it is desired to point out that a public man is a 
deserving person, it is a common form to say that he 
deserves a statue of gold. If he has d?>ne something that 
is objected to, he is depicted in almost Mephistophelian 
colours. This sort of exaggeration is not only foolish in 
itself, for it weakens the force of writing, but it is often 
unfair as an interpretation of public sentiment. There 
is nothing more damaging to national reputation than a 
marked discrepancy between words and acts. If, for 
instance, a great Indian dies, and is extolled in glowing 
language by the Native Press for his services and his 
virtues, and a subscription list is then opened to 
commemorate them -and if the response to this appeal 
turns out to be utterly inadequate — the reflection is sug- 
gested. either that the Press has been extravagant in its 
laudations, or that the national character prefers words to 
deeds. In either case a bad impression is produced. 

Then again, do not impute the worst motives. Try 
to assume the best. If a thing has been done that you' 
disapprove of, or that is not clear, do not jump to the 
conclusion that there i§ something sinister in the back/ 

. 
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ground. % Assail the Government if you please—Govern- 
ments, I suppose, are put into the world to be criticised, 
but 'do not credit 'them with a more than average share 
of human frailty ; and, above all, make some allowance 
for good intentions on their part. From the selfish 
point of view, nothing can be worse in your own inter- 
ests than to be always carping and railing. If you want 
to influence 'public opinion, you should aim at attracting 
every class of reader, and not merely pander tp one. If 
the impression gets abroad that a newspaper always 
attacks an individual or a class or an institution or a 
Government, as the case may be, then the friends of 
the other party will never open the newspaper at all, and 
all its invective will be thrown away. I will give you an 
instance of hasty imputation. The other day I saw it 
insinuated in a newspaper that the Government had been 
guilty of a gross piece of jobbery. I may say in pass- 
ing that there was not a word of truth in the charge 
Then I took up a leading Native paper which remarked, 
“ We have little hesitation in accepting this version." 
Exactly, but why did the writer have little hesitation ? 
His hesitation ought to have been extreme. But he 
preferred to accept the worst instead of thinking the 
best ; and if a blackbook of the sins of journalists is 
anywhere kept ip another world, that phrase will be 
recorded against the transgressor. 

I have a few other words of advice to give you, but 
they must be brief, as I have not the time to expand. 
Do t not employ words or phrases that you do not under- 
stand. Avoid ambitious metaphors. Do not attack in 
covert allegories, or calumniate in disguise. Remember, 
when you use the editorial “ we," that “ we " is, after all, 
only “.I," and that the individual “ I " is only one among 
three hundred millions. Recollect that your opponent 
or your victim very often cannot answer you ; and that he 
is often just as good a man, perhaps even a better and 
.wiser than yourself. Never descend to personalities ; 
avoid that which is scurrilous and vulgar and low. There 
is always a stratum of society of depraved and prurient 
.tastes. Do not write down to its level, but draw it up to 
your own. You perhaps have been told that the Press 
ought to be no respecter of persons. Yes, but that is a 
very different thing from respecting nobody. First learn to 
respect others, and you will find before long that you have 
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learnt to respett yourself. Do not sharpen* your pen* 
point apd think .that mere sharpness is wit. Remember 
the saying of Disraeli in the House of Commons, that 
petulance is not sarcasm and insolence is not invective. 
Above all, never forget that the Press has a mission : and' 
that .that mission is not to inflame the passions or to cater 
to the lower instincts of your fellow-men. but to elevate the 
national character, to educate the national mind, and to 
purify the # national taste. 

And now to all of you together, let me address these 
concluding words. The spirit of nationality is moving 
in the world, and it is an increasing force in the lives and 
ideals of men. Founded upon race, and. often cemented 
by language and religion, it makes small nations great, 
and great nations greater. Jt teaches men how to live, 
and in emergencies it teaches them how to die. But, for 
its full realisation, a spirit of unity, and not of disintegra- 
tion, is required. There must be a sacrifice of the smaller 
to the larger interest, and a subordination of the unit to 
the system. In India it should not be a question of India 
for the Hindus, or India for the Musulmans, or, descending 
to minor fractions, of Bengal for the Bengalis, or the 
Deccan lor the Mahratta Brahmans. That would be a 
retrograde and a dissolvent process. Neither can it be India 
for the Indians alone. The last two centuries, during 
which the British have been in this country, cannot be 
wiped out. They have profoundly affected the whole 
structure of national thought and existence. They have 
quickened the atrophied veins of the East with the life- 
blood of the West. They have modified old ideals and 
have created new ones. 

And not by Eastern windows only, 

When daylight comes, comes in the light : 

In front the sun climbs slow, how slowly, 

But westward, look, the land is bright ! 

Out of this intermingling of the East and the West, 
a new patriotism and a more refined and cosmopolitan sense 
of nationality are emerging. It is one in which the 
Englishman may share with the Indian, for he has helped’ 
to create it, and in which the Indian may share with the . 
Englishman, since it is their common glory. When an 
Englishman says that he is proud of India, it is not of- 
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battlefields and sieges, nor of exploits in the Council 
Chamber or at the desk that he is principally thinking. 
He sees the rising standards of intelligence, of moral 
conduct, of comfort and prosperity, among the Native 
people, and he rejoices in their advancement. Similarly, 
when an Indian says that he is proud of India, .it wpuld 
be absurd for him to banish from his mind all that has 
been, and is being, done for the resuscitation of his country 
by the alien race to whom have been committed its des- 
tinies. Both*are tillers in the same field, and botli are con- 
cerned in the harvest. From their joint labours it is that this 
new and composite patriotism is springing into life. It is 
Asian, for its roots are embedded in tire traditions and the 
aspirations of an Eastern people ; and it is European, be- 
cause it is aglow with the illumination of the West. In 
it are summed up all the best hopes for the future of this 
country, both for your race and for mine. We are 1 ordained 
to walk here in the same tract together for many a long day 
to come. You cannot do without us. We should be im- 
potent without you. Let the Englishman and the Indian 
accept the consecration of a union that is so mysterious 
as to have in it something of the divine, and let our com- 
mon ideal be a united country and a happier people. 

559. The Iion'blethe Vice-Chancellor then address- 
ed the Convocation as follows - 

Your Excellency, Your Honor, Ladies rind Gentlemen 
of the University,— During the past academic year, some 
of our most noteworthy names have disappeared from 
the list of the Senate; We have lost the Most Rev. Arch- 
bishop Goethals, a man of high attainments, cordially 
respected by all his fellow-citizens without distinction of 
creed. Our Medical Faculty has recorded its sense of 
the loss sustained by the profession and the public ser- 
vice by the death of Surgeon-General Harvey, and in 
the same Faculty we have to lament the close of the 
useful and honourable career of Maulvi’Zahiruddin, Khan 
Bahadur. Death has also deprived us of Rai Pramada Das 
Mitra, Bahadur, and of Babu Nilkantha Majumdar, late 
.Principal of'the Ravenshaw College. In the Faculty of 
Law, we record, with sincere regret, the death of Mr. 
L. P. Delves Broughton, and within the last few days we 
have received the sad news of the death of Sir Griffith 
Evans, a distinguished leader of the Bar, who will always 
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be remembered* by those who had the privilege of work- 
ing with him, not pnly for his wide knowledge and keen 
intellect, but also for the uprightness and amiability of 
his character. 

There are others who leave us on their retirement 
from office, though we may hope that they retain an 
interest in the fortunes of the University— Sir Antony 
MacDonnell and Dr. Welldon, Sir Adelbert* Talbot,' Dr. 
Sime and Mr. J. H. Apjohn. The public services of 
these distinguished Fellows of the University have 'been 
acknowledged elsewhere ; I must be content to* mention 
them now w r ith a single word of regret. 

The University has received two important bene- 
factions. From the estate of the late Mr. William Griffith 
we receive a sum which will enable us to offer an annual 
prize foj; the encouragement of advanced study. The 
prize will be awarded to Science and Letters in alternate 
years. Babu Jogendra Chundra Ghosh has generously 
provided us with the means for founding another annual 
prize for students of the ancient Sanskrit texts. 

The unsatisfactory results of recent examinations in 
the Faculty of Arts have led the Senate to appoint a 
Committee to enquire and report upon the system under 
which candidates for the B. A. degree are trained ; the 
courses of study prescribed ; the mode ill which candidates 
are sent up for admission to the examination ; and the 
system under which the examination is conducted. The 
names of the gentlemen who serve on this Committee 
arc a guarantee that the inquiry will be thorough. I 
hope the results may be turned to good account in con- 
nexion with the larger inquiry which Your Lordship 
has entrusted to the University Commission. 

The appointment of a Commission to report upon 
all the Universities of India must be recorded among 
the events of the year. It is too soon to say anything 
of the results to* be achieved by the labours of the dis- 
tingufshed gentlemen over whose deliberations Your Lord- 
ship has chosen me to preside ; but I may be allowed 
to say something of the objects, the methbds, and the 
necessary limitations of the proposed inquiry. 

And first, I would deprecate some hasty inferences 
which have been drawn from this important act of 
Government. Because a Commission is appointed, it is 
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not to be assumed that Government has already passed 
judgment on our University system, or that immediate 
and extensive changes are already in contemplation. In 
my Convocation Address of last year, I gave some reasons 
for declining to admit the justice of certain charges which 
are made against the system. When we remember that 
our Colleges are C/f recent date ; when we consider that 
their resources are very small as compared with the vast 
endowments of Europe and America ; when we take into 
account the , difficulty of imparting the elements of learn- 
ing in a language which the student knows only from 
books, we ought, I think, to hesitate before we pronounce 
in an unfavourable sense on the quality of the work done. 
But the fact remains that nobody is entirely satisfied with 
the present state of things, and that our best teachers are 
sometimes driven to complain of the conditions of their 
service. During the past three years, these complaints 
have received no small share of Your Excellency’s time 
and attention ; and I may go so far as to say that Govem- 
ment has formed certain tentative opinions on the subject. 
But, before we frame practical proposals, we desire in 
the first place to take the Universities themselves into 
council, and to ascertain how far they agree with us in 
our view of what is possible and expedient. This, my 
Lord, will be the main object of the inquiry now to be 
instituted, and the ‘names of our Commissioners ought to 
command the confidence of those whom we. invite to give 
evidence before them. We all welcome the accession to 
our number of my honourable and learned predecessor, 
Mr. Justice Banerjeo ; and my honourable colleague, 
Sayyid Husain Bilgrami, will be accepted as a worthy 
representative of the community to which he belongs. 
Mr. Hewett and Mr. Pedler will ensure that our delibera- 
tions are guided by the best official experience ; Dr. Bourne 
and Dr. Mackichan are heads of Colleges, well qualified 
to represent the general body of teachers. At each Uni- 
versity centre we shall be assisted by q local Commis- 
sioner, on whom we rely to guid,e us in the selection of 
witnesses. At Madras Mr. Sankara Nair will act in this 
capacity, at .Bombay we are fortunate enough to be 
assisted by Mr. Justice Chandavarkar, and the Calcutta 
inquiry will' be in the hands of my hon'ble friend, Dr. 
Ashutosh Mukhopadhyaya. These three local Commis- 
sioners are all lawyers ; I think that, where numerous 
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witnesses may cfesire to be heard, we save time by* securing 
the aid ©f gentlemen who are known to possess the power 
of presenting complicated cases fully and fairly before the 
tribunal which is to deal with the questions at issue. At 
Allahabad and Lahore, the Directors of Public Instruction 
wilUict as local Commissioners. 

I must admit that there is one clrawback to^ the 
constitution ol this powerful and representative Commis- 
sion. The six gentlemen whom 1 have named as per- 
manent Commissioners are all hard-working servants 
of the public ; each in his own place is almost 'indispen- 
sable We cannot take them from their ordinary duties 
for the time that would be necessary for an exhaustive 
inquiry into the condition of every college in India. 
Your Lordship was therefore constrained to bring our 
inquiry within a narrow limit of time, and we shall have 
to present our report at an early date. I understand and 
sympathise with the feelings of those who object to be 
hurried in a matter of this importance ; but if we are 
commissioned to take a rapid survey of the ground, with 
a view to action, it does not follow that our survey will 
be either partial or superficial. Within the limits imposed 
upon us, we shall consider all interests and hear all 
opinions, striving only to discover what can be done, 
and done now, to raise the standard of University 
education. And when I speak of raising the standard, 
I am perfect!} well aware that any proposal to raise 
it suddenly and without regard to circumstances, would 
be foredoomed to failure. The Colleges of India are 
scattered in every corner of this Empire, and they conform 
to many different types. Some are Government institu- 
tions ; some depend on Government aid ; some are main- 
tained on what may, without disparagement, be called 
a commercial basis ; and in other Colleges, both Christian 
and Native, we know that good work is done by nlen who 
can do much with small resources, because they are 
animated by devbtion to a common cause. It would be 
folly \o suppose that in a few weeks’ time we can find 
a set of formulae suitable to all cases. The utmost we can 
attempt is to lay down the lines on which the Uni versa it s, 
in co-operation with Government, may in process of time 
reform themselves. 

The question of reform is not now raised for the first 
time, nor is it forced upon the public by Government. I 
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will take only one illustration to justify this remark. For 
along time past, we have been pressed with the .demand 
that the legal powers of the older Universities should 
be revised and, if necessary, enlarged so as to make it 
clear that they are not merely examining, but also teach- 
ing bodies. Those who put forward this demand must 
have formed in their own minds some practical notion 
of the changes which they desire ; and the Commission 
will endeavour to give precision to their proposals. On 
this fundamental question of principle, we are happily 
not altogether without the guidance of experience. In 
the famous Education Despatch of 1854, the University 
of London, which was then little more than an ex- 
amining Board, was proposed as a model for our invitation. 
But much water has run under London Bridge since the 
date of that Despatch. The British Government had 
to deal with complaints, not unlike the complaints with 
which we are familiar in India, as to the state of the 
higher education in London. It was represented that 
the colleges were scattered ; that in some cases they were 
ill-equipped for their work ; that a closer federation and 
a larger measure of University supervision were necessary 
to make them efficient. In 1898 Parliament resolved 
that the University of London should become a teaching 
University, and the necessary changes were carried into 
effect by a Commission, presided over by Lord Davey. 
In the first place, the University was empowered to 
appoint Professors and Lecturers of its own. It is 
obvious that, if our Universities are to exercise this power, 
some preliminary difficulties will have to be encountered 
and overcome. There is the inevitable problem of 
finance ; and there is the not less difficult problem, how 
students can be brought together from their separate 
colleges to obtain the advantage of University instruction. 
This is a question, still discussed and not yet solved, at 
Oxford and Cambridge ; we can only hope, by conference 
and discussion, to go some little way towards solving it 
here. 

There is another change introduced by Lord Davey 
and his colleagues, which seems to me to 'deserve our 
particular attention. The University of London was em- 
powered to form a list of recognised teachers in its con- 
stituent colleges. The formation of the first list was a 
task of peculiar difficulty, and I ne&l hardly say that the 
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utmost consideration was shown in dealing with the claims 
of actual teachers. # But the rules under which new names 
are added to the list are so framed as to secure that young 
men shall not assume the responsibility of teaching history 
or philosophy or science until they have shown their 
qualifications and been duly accepted. I .am dealing now 
with # a matter which has never been fully considered in 
this country, and it must be understood that I .speak only 
for myself. But it seems to me that rules, such as I have 
briefly described, might, if they were wisely framed ^ind 
considerately applied, produce, not all at once, but in the 
course of a generation, a very marked improvement in our 
college teaching. 

There are many other aspects of University life and 
work, which come within the scope of our Commission. 
We have to ascertain how far the Senates and Syndicates- 
and Faculties are equal to their duties, and whether there 
is any general desire for changes in their constitution. We 
have to pass in review the rules under which colleges are 
affiliated, to estimate their present equipment in buildings 
and teaching staff, to see what provision is made for the 
physical and moral welfare of our students. We have 
also to consider our system of examination ; the books 
and courses of study prescribed ; the setting and marking 
of papers ; the standard of knowledge required for our 
degrees. Even if the Universities cease to be merely 
examining bodies, they will still continue to examine; we 
cannot dispense with mechanical tests of the work done. 
But we are all conscious that in time past these tests 
have exercised a depressing influence on teacher and 
student. They narrow the mind of the student until he 
thinks only of percentages ; they deprive the teacher of 
all initiative and independence in the choice of his subjects, 
and in his manner of presenting them to his pupils. These 
evils, as I tried to show last year, are not peculiar to 
India. If a remedy is to be found for them, I feel sure 
of this, that the remedy will be slow in its operation. 
True progress is almost always slow ; but I am unwilling 
to give in to those, who tell uy that progress is impossible. 

There is/ my Lord, a danger which besets all these 
discussions on questions of academic organisation. We 
lose ourselves in the pleasing occupation of expounding 
and altering our machinery, we forget that colleges and 
lectures and examinations "are useful only in so far as

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they give a right direction to the minds ahd characters 
of men. The high purpose, for whi§h all our Univer- 
sities exist, will never be absent from the thoughts of 
the University Commissioners, and when we come 
into personal contact with the teachers, they may rest 
assured that we come, not to find fault, not to impose 
our ideas upon them, but to hear what they have to 
say, and to give them what help we can. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor then declared the 
Convocation closed.

613. Lt.-Col. G. Bomford, M. D., I.M.S., President 
of the Faculty of Medicine, moved that the following 
recommendation of the Syndicate be accepted : — 

“ That Babu Upend ran at h Brahmachari, M.A , M.B t who has completed 
a full two years’ course as a House-Physician in the Medical College* 
Calcutta, and in the Mitford Hospital, Dacca, be permitted to appear at 
the M.D. Examination next year as a special case.” 

In moving the acceptance of the above recommen- 
dation Dr. Bomford made a strong appeal on behalf of 
the candidate who, he said, had done exceptionally good 
work in hospital and as a teacher for two and a half years, 
besides six months of private practice. The candidate 
was, he considered, fully deserving of the concession, and 
it was not unreasonable to ask it for him. 

Dr. DebendraNath Ray seconded the motion. He said 
that the candidate had done remarkably good service, and 
was at the time engaged in teaching a branch of 
Medical Science in which he had shown considerable zeal. 
If the Senate made this concession it would tend to further 
the aspirations of a really deserving student who, the 
speaker believed, would always do credit to the University. 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari opposed the motion on 
the ground that the candidate had not satisfied the Regu- 
lations of the University. In accordance with the Act 
of Incorporation, the University, in his opinion, had no 
power to grant the concession, which would create a 
bad precedent and offer an additional handle to the de- 
tractors of the University. 

53 
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Dh Nilratan Sarkar thought thaf it would not be 
proper for the Senate to grant this concession. *■ 

Rai Chunilal Bose, Bahadur, and Babu Bhupendra 
Nath Basu, supported the motion. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Gooroo Dass Banerjee said, 
that the motion* before them seemed to involve two "ques- 
tions, one, of law and the other of facts. As regard the 
facts of the case, he had nothing to say, but the question 
of law, he thought, presented a serious difficulty. This 
was whether the Senate under the Act of Incorporation 
had the power to grant the concession or not. He was 
inclined to think that the Senate had not the power. 

The motion was them put to the meeting and carried 
by a large majority. 

614. Mr. A. Pedler, F.R.S., C.I.E., moved, on behalf 
of the Syndicate, that Miss Flora Bell be allowed to present 
herself for the ensuing F.A. Examination, without pass- 
ing the Entrance Examination, on the ground of her 
having passed the High School Examination for Euro- 
peans, N.-W. P., in the 1st Division. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., C.I.E., seconded 
the motion, which was carried. 

615. Mr. A'. Pedler, F.R.S., C.I.E., moved, on behalf 
of the Syndicate, that O. B. Payne be permitted to appear 
at theF.A. Examination of this University, without being 
required to pass its Entrance Examination, on the ground 
of his having passed the High School Examination in 
1898 from St. Joseph's College, Darjeeling. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., C.I.E., seconded 
the motion, which was carried. 

6t 6. The Senate then proceeded to consider, at the 
request of the Syndicate, a letter from the Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal, enquiring whether the Calcutta 
University would be willing to take the necessary steps 
for the creation of a degree for Licence in Teaching and 
for arranging the necessary Examination for such a 
degree. 

The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor said, that this was 
one of the questions referred to the Universities Com- 
mission, and that under the circumstances he would 
suggest to the Senate, that it was not desirable to take 
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immediate action in the matter, and that the discussion 
should st^nd over. # He would, however, ask Mr. Pedler 
to give an explanation of the views of Government with 
regard to the matter. 

* Mr. Pedler said that years ago, it seemed to be the 
generally accepted view, that any one could be a teacher 
without any special training or qualification, and in his 
experience as Inspector of Schools, and as Director of 
Public Instruction, he found they had in their Schools fre- 
quently as teachers the rejections from every walk in'life, 
including even clerks from Railway Offices, who had lost 
their appointments. Finding this to be the case, though a 
large proportion of the teachers were no doubt qualified for 
the work of teaching, it was considered necessary to at 
once take steps to improve the quality of the teaching staff, 
if they dqpired an improvement in their Schools. With* 
this object in view, it was deemed desirable that provision 
should be made for the training of teachers, and it had 
been suggested to Government to have at least four train- 
ing Colleges for Secondary teachers, while he had applied 
for four more Colleges for training Teachers for European 
Schools, both male and female. The great disadvantage 
under which Public Education in India laboured was the 
paucity of efficient teachers, and it was high time that 
steps should be taken to remove this disadvantage. The 
want of Schools for the training of teachers was one of 
the most urgent needs of the country. The reason why the 
Government had approached the University in the 
matter was that, in establishing the eight proposed 
Colleges in Bengal for the training of'teachers, they aimed 
at producing a more highly trained class of Instructors than 
had been generally available hitherto. He then referred to 
the School at Kurseong and to the very efficient training 
College established at Madras, and said that what the 
Government asked the University to do was to follow 
more or less what had been done in the matter by the 
Madras University. ^ 

The further consideration bf the matter was then 
adjourned. * 

617. The next item of business was to receive and 
consider the Report of the Committee appointed by the 
Senate at their meeting Jield on the 17th August, 1901, 
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Referring to the Report, the Hon’ble the Vice- 
Chancellor said that they had to express their sincere 
thanks to the Hon'ble Mr. Justice Gooroo Dass Banerjee 
and his colleagues, for the valuable services they had 
rendered to the University in submitting their Report, 
which in itself -was so important, that he would ask 
Mr. Justice Ban’erjee to say a few words in explanation 
of its scope. He would strongly recommend that the full 
discussion of the Report should be held over until the 
termination, of the Universities Commission, but in 
view of the importance of the subject he thought it 
would be a help to the Commission to hear any general 
remarks, which Members present might have to offer 
with regard to the recommendations of the Committee 
embodied in their Report. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Banerjee then gave the 
required explanation. 

Several members thereupon addressed the meeting 
against the recommendation of the Committee about 
raising the pass marks in English at the Entrance Ex- 
amination from 33 to 40 per cent., which they considered 
would be a disastrous course to adopt. They thought 
that there was no just cause for raising the standard in 
English at the Entrance Examination, and that it would 
be a retrograde stsp to take. 

The Rev. Fr. A. Neut, expressed surprise that the 
Members of the Committee had not gone further, and 
recommended a higher standard, especially in English. 

Babu Bholanath Pal said that he thought that the 
raising of the standard in English was the most desirable 
recommendation of the Committee. 

Babu Mahendranath Ray was of opinion that one 
of the mdst important matters requiring early attention 
was control by the University over Teachers and Pro- 
fessors in affiliated Schools and Colleges. In his opinion 
the time had come when the University must interfere in 
the appointment of Teachers, and some minimum scale of 
pay should be introduced in affiliated Colleges and Schools. 
At present the majority of teachers were badly paid, and 
consequently inefficient. In his opinion no sensible im- 
provements could take place until the quality of the teach- 
ing stalT was raised, and he hoped the Universities 
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Commission would look into this matter carefully and 
thoroughly. • 

Maulavi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahad,ur, on behalf of 
the Mahomedans of Bengal, raised his voice against the 
recommendation of the Committee ^bout raising the 
standard in English at the Entrance Examination. He 
thought that such a change would fall especially hardly on 
the Mahornedan students, and if the standard was raised 
there would be more failures in the Entrance Examina- 
tion, and many young men would thus be shut out of 
employment. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor, in bringing the pro- 
ceedings to a close, observed that the Commission would 
now have the advantage of knowing that the University 
of Calcutta was not altogether of one mind in regard .to 
the changes proposed by the Committee. 

, The further consideration of the Report was then 
adjourned.

1,209 passed, 2,327 failed, 283 were 
absent, and 3 were expelled. Of the successful candi- 
dates, 45 were placed in the First .Division, 203 in the 
S*econd, and 96! in the Third. Of thfe 2,227 candidates 
who failed 1,583 were rejected in English, 1,271 in 

Mathematics, 702 in the Second Language, 769 in Physics, 
and 135 for not obtaining the minimum aggregate ; 1,351 
failed to secure the minimum in Chemistry, 1,176 in 
History, and 553 in Logic.

what is called the Adhyapak class in Bengal, and for the 
purpose of establishing out of the annual income of the 
fund of a prize to be awarded to the writer of the best 
essay on the subject under the following conditions : — • 

(i). By Comparative Indian Law shall be meant the Hindu Smriti 
Sastra, called “ Vyabaharkhanda ” and a comparison of the standard Sanskrit 
authorities on the subject with British Indian Law as contained in Parliament- 
ary Statutes, Regulations and Acts of the Indian Legislative Councils, and 
the Law as laid down in Leading Cases. The study, which it shall be the 
object of the Prize to encourage, is the History ot the Hindu Smriti Sastra 
as it existed at and from the time when India came under British rule and 
how and to whiA extent it has boen altered under British influence, regard 
being had not only to the existing Statutes, Regulations and Acts but also 
to those which, having been in operation for a time, have now been repealed 
*or become obsolete, and regard being also had not only to the existing Lead- 
ing Cases but to cases which were considered* Leading at one time, but have 
now been overruled, and how and to what extent such alteration has 
affeclfed Hindu Society. 

■(ii). The essay, at the discretion of a Committee consisting of the 
Vice-Chancellor for the time being of the University, the Presideot of the 
Faculty of Law and the Principal of the Government Sanskrit College in 
Calcutta, may deal with the whole of the Indian Comparative Law as 
before defined or with part or parts thereof ; but in no case stall an essay 
be entitled to competition which in any way attacks the religious beliefs, 
usages or institutions of His Majesty’s subjects. And it shall be in the 
provyice and discretion of the said Committee to (a) make a detailed pro- 
gramme of studies for*lhe proposed prize ; (6) name the subject of the essay 
for any one particular year ; and {t) decide whether such priz.e shall be awarded 
every year or at longer intervals.
